Consolidate and amend the Laws relating to 
Landlord and Tenant in Ireland.

HEREAS it is expedient to consolidate and amend the Preamble, 
various Laws relating to Lands, Tenements, and Heredita- 
ments in Ireland, as between Landlord and Tenant, and 
to simplify the Rights and Remedies of both Partie.s in reference 
5 thereto : Be it therefore enacted b}' the Queen’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows ; (that is to say,) 

I. In the Construction of this Act the following Words and Ex- Glossary. 

10 pressions shall have the Force and Meaning hereby assigned to them, 
unless there be something in the Subject or Context repugnant 
thereto : 

The Word “Person” or “Party” shall extend to and include any “Persou:”

The ''J^ord^ “ /Vgreement ” shall include every Covenant, Contract, 
or Condition e.xprcssed or implied in any Lease : 

The Word “County ’’shall extend to and include a County of a

The Expression “ Assistant Ban-ister ” shall extend to and include 
the Chairman of the Sessions of the Peace of the County of 
Dublin, and the Recorder of the City of Dublin and Borough of 
Cork, and the Recorder of any Borough or Town in Ireland, 
under the Act passed in tlie Third and Fourth Yeni-s of Her 30 
Maiesty’s Reign, intituled “ An Act for the Registration of 
Municipal Corporations in Ireland,” and their Deputies lawfully 
appomted :

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With respect to the Creation, Coiitimiance, and Determination of 
Tenancies, be it enacted as follows : 

III. The Relation of Landlord and Tenant shall be deemed to be 
founded on the express or implied Contract of the Parties, and not 
5 upon any Tenure or Service, and the Subsistence of a Reversion 
shall not be necessaty to the Constitution of such Relation, but it 
shall be deemed to subsist in all Cases in which there shall be an 
Aoreement by One Party to occupy Laud under another, in Con- 
sideration of any Rent. 

10 IV. Every Contract with respect to Lands whereby the Relation of 
Landlord and Tenant is intended to be created for any definite Period 
of Time shall be in Writing, signed by the Landlord or his Agent 
lawfully authorized in Writing.

in Writing, shall continue in possession for more than One Mouth 
after Demand of Possession by the Landlord or his Agent, such 
Continuance shall, at the Election of the Landlord, be deemed to 
constitute a new Holding of the said Lands from Year to Year, and 
20 subject to the Rent and such of the Agreements contained in the 
Lease as may be applicable to the qew Holding. 

VI. Every Tenancy from Year to Year shall be presumed to have Presumed

Where any Landlord shall appropriate as a Residence for Dctermina- 
any Person employed as an agricultural Labom-er or hired Seiwant 
or Artizan any Cottage, with or without any Portion of Land not ings.

Breaches as shall have occurred subsequent to such Assio-mnent
